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SAMUEL TAYLOR COLERIDGE 


Samuel Taylor Coleridge (1772 -— 1834) was born in Ottery 
St. Mary in Devonshire. His father was a country parson. He was 
educated at Christ’s hospital and Cambridge. He was a dreamy 
and indecent boy, highly imaginative and sensitive. Coleridge 
turned to poetry writing and the first volume of the poems on 
various subjects was published in 1796. His collaborative work 
with Wordsworth to publish the famous Lyrical Ballads. The Rime 
of the Ancient Mariner and ChristabElreached the zenith of poetic 
achievement in The Ancient Mariner and ChristabEl. In the first, 
he reproduced the ballad form with supernatural association and 


medieval atmosphere. 


Another characteristic is his love of mystery and love of the 


supernatural. 
*The water snakes in Ancient Mariner. 
*The howling bitch in ChristabEl. 
*The romantic dome of pleasure Kublakhan. 


Coleridge was also a great critic as seen in Biographia 
Literaria (1817). He is a older Romantic Age poet.

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THOMAS STEARNS ELIOT (1888 - 1965) 


Thomas Stearns Eliot was born in St. Louis, Missouri. He 
was a great poet, dramatist and critic. His works are 
distinguished by his vast scholarship, individuality and 


creativity. 


Eliot began his career as an experimental dramatist 
Sweeney Agonistes(1932) which he called “An Aristophanic 
Melodrama” aPegeant play in 1934 -The Rock, 1935- Murderer in 
the Cathedral. 


Psychological Tragedy The Family Remunion is a verse play 
in two parts and six senses.Verse comedy in three acts: The 


Cocktail Party(1950).Man’s Play: The Confidential Clerk(1953). 


Eliot was a man of superb intellectual refinement and 
solemn personality. As a poet, Eliot’s Marvellous creative power 
shown in The Waste Land(1922).Two other poems are Gerontion, 
The Hollow mAn.

Her observations on the manners of her time and of her class 
were incorporated in her novels: Sense and_ Sensibility 
(1811),Pride and _  Prejudice(1816).On July 18, 1817 at 
Winchester, Hampshire, Jane Austen died, as quietly and

The Bennet Family: The Bennet Family at Long bourn 


consisted of Mr.and Mrs.Bennet and their five daughters, Jane, 
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Elizabeth, Mary, Catherine and Lydia. A rich young man Bingley, 
settled in the nearby mansion Nether field Park, grew fond of 
Jane, but his sister Caroline and friend Darcy, disgusted with the 
vulgar behavior of some of the members of the Bennet family, 
broke up Bingley’s affair with Jane and took him back to 


desertion. 


Mr.Bennet’s estate was entailed, in default of a male heir, 
to his cousin Mr.Collins who was Rector of Husband under 
the patronage of Lady Catherine de Bourgh. Collins proposed to 
Elizabeth but was rejected by her. Elizabeth knew that he was a 
fool he in noway deserved her. Collins immediately proposed to 
Elizabeth’s friend charlotte Lucas, married her and took her to 
Huns ford. Elizabeth was not without some affair. She disliked 
Darcy right from the beginning for his conceited ways. Another 
reason why Elizabeth hated Darcy was that she believed that 
Darcy cheated and ill-interested her friend Wickham. Elizabeth 
was attracted towards Wickham. However, when Wickham grew 
enamoured of the rich miss king, Elizabeth understood what a 
mercenary creature he was. Elizabeth visited her friend Charlotte 
at Hunsford. Darcy visited her there and proposed to her. 
Elizabeth was surprised for she had always thought that 
Darcy was too proud to prefer an ordinary girl like herself. 
Elizabeth, believing that Darcy had stood in the way of Bingley’s 
love for her sister Jane, promptly rejected him. She also accused 
Darcy of having been unfair to Wickham. The very next day, 
Darcy gave her a letter, defending his conduct and disproving 
the charges leveled against him by Elizabeth. Elizabeth felt 


sorry for her harshness towards Darcy. Darcy gave solid proof of 
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his abiding love for Elizabeth when Elizabeth visited his 
estate in the company of her aunt, Mrs.Gardiner. Darcy was 
very polite and courteous towards them. There was no trace of 
his former pride. Another occasion which brought out his 
sincere attachment to Elizabeth was Lydia’s thoughtless 
elopement with Wickham. Without Elizabeth’s knowledge Darcy 
traced Wickham and persuaded him to marry Lydia. Wickham 
agreed to do so only after receiving a large sum of money 
from Darcy. Darcy also got Wickham a job. Darcy did all this 
only because of his undiminished interest in Elizabeth. Elizabeth 
realized Darcy’s sterling character and no longer hated him. 
Therefore, when lady Catherine de bourgh thinking that 
Elizabeth was going to be engaged to Darcy, tried to break it 
up, Elizabeth gave expression to her attachment to Darcy. 
Darcy came to know about this and proposed to Elizabeth 
for the second time and was accepted. Shortly after this, 
Bingley renewed his courtship of Jane. Mrs.Bennet as_ delighted 
to find that two of her daughters were happily settled.

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GEORGE GORDON BYRON 

Name : George Gordon Byron

Dedicated to freedom of thought and action, and anarchic in 
his political views and personal morality, the poet and adventurer 
Lord Byron was the personification of the Romantic hero.He was 
the only son of the flamboyant naval captain ‘Mad Jack’ Byron 
and the doting and naive Lady Catherine Gordon. His father 
deserted his mother in 1790, and died a year later. The death of a 
cousin made Byron heir to the Byron barony and the family’s 
Nottinghamshire seat Newstead Hall at the age of six; he became 
Lord Byron when he was 10. Brought up in Aberdeen, he was 
educated at Harrow and Cambridge. Dark and dashing, he soon 
developed a reputation for promiscuity and profligacy equal to his 
father’s. He won the hearts of countless women with passionate 
letters and poems, describing the first of his many loves Margaret 
Parker as ‘made out of a rainbow’, and immortalizing the last, 
Teresa Guiccoli, as ‘fair as Sunrise —- and warm as Noon’. Widely- 
read in classic literature, he soon developed the biting line in 
satire that characterizes his greatest poems. 

In 1809-11, he toured Mediterranean countries such as 


Albania and Greece, returning to publish Childe MHarold’s

Pilgrimage (1812), an overnight success that epitomized the 
disillusioned melancholy of his generation. He was famously 
summed up as ‘mad, bad and dangerous to know’ by Lady 
Caroline Lamb; he called her ‘a little volcano the cleverest most 
agreeable, absurd, amiable, perplexing, dangerous, fascinating 
little being that lives.’ 

In 1815, he married the wealthy and scholarly Annabella 
Milbanke; their only child Ada became a notable mathematician. 
The couple separated in 1816, and Byron left England, never to 
return. His last and most enduring love affair was with Teresa, 
teenage wife of the elderly Count Guiccoli. 

His most famous and hugely successful work was the satiric 
epic Don Juan, which he began to publish in 1819, and had still 
not finished in 1824, when he died of fever at Missolonghi, where 
he had sailed to support the Greek fight for independence.

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THE NOVEL 


The germ of the Novel lay in the medieval romance, a 
fantastic tale of love and adventure, itself derived from the 
ballads and fragments of epic poems sung by the wandering 
minstrel. In 1350 Boccaccio wrote a world-famous collection of 
love stories in prose, entitled the Decameron. Such Short Stories 
are called in Italian “novella”. The term originally meant a “fresh 
story” but gradually came to signify a story in prose as 
distinguished from a story in verse, which continued to be 
called a romance. When prose became almost the universal 
medium, the term “romance” implied a_ story or _ series’ of 
stories of the legendary past, of which Malory’s Morte 


d’Arthur is a famous example. 


Ajith Kumar 
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PERCY BYSSHE SHELLEY 


Percy Bysshe Shelley was born 4 August 1792 at Field 
Place, near Horsham, Sussex, England. The eldest son of Timothy 
and Elizabeth Shelley, he stood in line to inherit his grandfather’s 
considerable estate and a seat in Parliament. He attended Eton 
College, where he began writing poetry, and went on to Oxford 
University. His first publication was a Gothic 
novel, Zastrozzi (1810), in which he voiced his own heretical and 
atheistic opinions through the villain Zastrozzi. After less than a 
year at Oxford, he was expelled for writing and circulating a 
pamphlet promoting atheism. 

At 19, Shelley eloped to Scotland with 16-year-old Harriet 
Westbrook. Two years later he published his first long serious 
work, Queen Mab: A Philosophical Poem. The poem emerged from 
Shelley’s friendship with the British philosopher William Godwin, 
and it expressed Godwin’s freethinking socialist philosophy. 
Shelley also fell in love with Godwin and Mary Wollstonecraft’s 
daughter, Mary, and in 1814 they eloped to Europe. In 1815 the 
couple went to Lake Geneva, where Shelley spent a great deal of 
time with the poet Lord Byron, sailing on Lake Geneva and 
discussing poetry and the supernatural late into the night. The 
same year, Shelley wrote the verse allegory Alastor, or The Spirit 
of Solitude. In December 1816 Harriet Shelley apparently 
committed suicide. In a matter of weeks, Shelley and Mary 
Godwin were officially married. 

Early in 1818, Percy and Mary Shelley left England for the 
last time, and went to Italy. During the remaining four years of 
his life, Shelley produced all his major works, including The 


Masque of Anarchy, written in response to the Peterloo Massacre 
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of 1818, The Cenci and Prometheus Unbound. On 8 July 1822, 
shortly before his 30th birthday, Shelley was drowned in a storm 
while attempting to sail from Leghorn to La Spezia, Italy, in his 
schooner, the Don Juan.

In classical times, the ancient Greek ‘Comos’ (reveal) and 
satire place where performed a kind of comic relief after tragedy. 
The true, origin of English comedy is to be found in the middle 
age.
